You  will  find  this  little  book  a  material  aid ;  for  it 
tells  a  good  deal  that  you  will  probably  want  to  know  about  men's  furnish- 
ings for  the  opening  season,  and  will  assist  you  materially  in  deciding 
what  is  best  for  you  to  buy. 

Most  of  the  goods  catalogued  we  carry  constantly  in  stock  at  the 
proper  seasons  ;  and  are  always  prepared  to  show  them  in  great  variety.

OUTING   GARMENTS. 

HE  great  prevalence  of  athletic  sports  of  all  kinds  gives 
great  importance  to  the  special  garments  prepared  for 
outing  purposes ;  and  we  give  much  care  to  this  de- 
partment of  our  stock.  We  are  prepared  to  supply 
every  requisite  in  the  way  of  negligee  garments  suited 
to  all  the  many  varied  occasions  for  which  they  are  now 
used. 

Blazers  of  flannel  and  serge,  are  now  used  by  every  one  for 
negligee  purposes  We  have  them  in  several  grades.  They 
come  in  stripes  ranging  from  narrow  lines  to  two  inches  wide, 
neat  small  checks,  and  solid  colors.  When  you  buy  be  sure 
as  to  quality.  Of  late  they  have  been  cheapened  very  much 
both  in  fabric  and  coloring.  We  don't  advise  you  to  buy  the 
cheapest,  because  they  will  not  do  you  good  service.  Better 
pay  a  little  more  and  get  something  that  will  "last.  Insist  on 
fast  colors  and  firm  fabrics.     As  to  price,  we  can  suit  you. 

Flannel  Coats  with  woven  effects  are  in  some  respects  more 
desirable  than  blazers,  although  they  cost  more.  They 
haven't  yet  been  cheapened  by  poor  imitations  ;  and  then 
too,  they  are  more  quiet  and  refined  in  their  colorings,  and 
are  therefore  growing  in  favor  with  those  who  don't  approve 
of  black  or  red.  The  patterns  run  about  the  same  as  in  the 
blazers,  but  the  colors  are  all  soft  and  are  woven  instead  of 
printed,    and,    therefore,    entirely    durable.       The    fabric    of 


these  garments  is  excellent,  being  fine  twilled 
flannel  or  serge.  They  will  keep  their  shape 
and  wash  well.  They  cost  more  than  the 
blazers,  but  then  you  will  be  better  dressed 
when  wearing  one. 
Tennis  Caps  in  various  colors  to  match  coats. 

Belts  in  silk  or  silk-mixed  webs,  and  leather,  in  various  patterns. 
Solid  colors,  crimson,  scarlet,  light-blue,  navy-blue,  black,  etc., 
and  combination  stripes  of  all  colors  and  various  widths.  Be 
sure  to  get  a  good  belt ;  a  cheap  web  soon  stretches  out ;  a  cheap 
clasp  soon  breaks.  The  solid  bent  clasps  are  the  best ;  those 
soldered  at  the  joints  soon  give  out.  A  good  clasp  is  fire  gilt, 
and  the  gilt  will  not  wear  off  nor  tarnish  ;  but  cheap  gilt  gets 
brassy  in  a  few  days.  Leather  belts  are  now  stylish  ;  they  are 
very  serviceable. 

Sashes  are  now  much  used  for  elegant  summer  neglige,  and 
we  recommend  them  as  a  handsome  and  picturesque  article 
of  attire.  If  properly  adjusted  they  afford  all  needed  sup- 
port to  the  trousers  and  are  more  comfortable,  as  well 
as  more  sightly,  than  a  belt,  as  they  do  not  "bind"  about 
the  waist.  We  show  them  in  silks,  in  all  colors  and  com- 
binations, plain  and  in  various  widths  of  stripes.  Cross 
stripes  in  college  colors   are  much    in    favor.      Don't  buy  a 


short  and  narrow  sash,  it  will  soon  get  stringy.       Pay  a  little    more 
and  buy  a  larger  one,  and  you  will  be  better  satisfied. 

Tennis  Trousers  in  white  and  grey  flannel  and  serge.  These  come 
in  various  weights.  Light  weights  don't  keep  their  shape  as  well  as 
heavy  weights.  Govern  your  choice  according  to  your  use.  For 
athletic  purposes  where  shape  doesn't  count,  buy  light  weights ;  for 
lounging  or  house  wear  buy  the  heavy  weights  if  you  are  very  par- 
ticular. Don't  buy  extremely  fine  white  flannel;  it  turns  yellow, 
shrinks  badly,  and  soils  easily  ;  a  coarser  fabric  is  better.  Serge  is 
better  than  flannel,  as  it  has  a  hard,  smooth  surface,  doesn't  shrink 
much,  nor  soil  readily.  Be  sure  to  buy  trousers  plenty  long,  as  they 
will  shrink  to  some  extent  in  washing.

NEGLIGEE  AND  SUMMER  SHIRTS. 

HE  immense  demand  which  has  arisen  for  negligee  shirts 
has  this  season  caused  the  production  of  an   unusual 
variety  of  desirable  shirting  fabrics,  as  follows : 
Pure  Silk,  Silk   and    Cotton    Mixtures,   Silk 
and    Flannel    Mixtures,  Fancy    Flannels, 
Fancy  Cotton  Fabrics. 
These  are  adapted  for  various  purposes,  and  permit  a  very  desirable 
combination  of  comfort  and  elegance  in  a  greater  degree  than  heretofore. 
We  show  a  handsome  line  of  shirts  in  these   various  fabrics,  in  a  wide 
range  of  prices,  and  suited  for  various  occasions. 

Fine  Flannel  Shirts  are  now  a  necessity  in  every  man's  wardrobe. 
We  show  them  in  numerous  handsome  colorings  with  stripes,  plaids, 
and  checks.  The  handsomest  patterns  are  those  with  silk  stripes, 
which  are  very  attractive.  A  man  wearing  a  silk-striped  flannel  shirt 
is  always  well  dressed  and  neat  in  appearance.  A  word  of  caution  : 
Like  all  good  things  in  popular  demand,  fancy  flannel  shirts  are  now 
extensively  made  in  cheap  imitations.  After  one  washing  these  in- 
ferior goods  become  very  " cottony"  in  appearance,  and  the  colors 
run  and  fade.  Don't  buy  them  if  you  wish  shirts  that  will  look  well 
and  do  you  good  service.  About  $2.50  is  as  low  as  a  good  flannel 
shirt  can  be  sold  for.  Others  that  look  about  as  well  are  sold  for  less, 
but  we  don't  recommend  them.      Buy  flannel  shirts  about  two  sizes 


larger  than  white  shirts  to  allow  for  shrinkage.  We'll  tell  you  how 
to  keep  them  from  shrinking  too  much.  It's  only  a  matter  of  wash- 
ing them  properly. 

Silk  Shirts  are  now  the  thing  for  elegant  negligee — not  for  athletics, 
they're  not  suited  for  that — but  for  summer  lounging,  when  one  wants 
to  be  comfortable,  cool,  easy,  and  yet  handsomely  attired,  they  are 
perfection.  They  come  in  white  and  cream  grounds  with  stripes  or 
hair  lines  in  delicate  colors,  or  with  woven  figures  without  color. 
The  range  of  prices  is  very  wide.  Pure  silk  shirts — fine  twill  or  firm 
pongee — are  of  course  very  expensive  and  only  suited  to  those  with 
whom  price  is  no  object — but  they're  awfully  nice.  Most  of  the  so- 
called  "  silk  "  shirts  are  silk  wefts — that  is,  the  outer  thread  is  silk 
and  the  inner  cotton.  If  this  fabric  is  of  good  quality — that  is,  if  the 
silk  threads  are  heavy  enough  and  the  texture  is  firm — it  is  the  most 
satisfactory  silk  material,  for  it  wears  better,  stands  washing  better,  is 
much  cheaper  than  the  pure  silk,  and  is  just  as  good-looking.  But 
look  out  for  the  very  low-priced  silk  shirts.  The  silk  is  all  on  the 
surface  and  will  disappear  after  one  washing,  after  which  the  garment 
cannot  be  distinguished  from  cotton.  Don't  buy  silk  shirts  at  all 
unless  you  are  willing  to  pay  a  price  which  will  ensure  a  good  article 
— and  good  silk  shirts  are  not  low-priced. 

Fine  Cotton  Shirting  Fabrics  are  coming  into  prominence  this 
summer  both  for  negligee  and  ordinary  wear.  To  this  class  belong 
the  Oxford  Cloths,  which  are  made  of  the  finest  grade  of  long 
cotton,  but  of  large  threads  loosely  woven  in  a  peculiar  weave;  the 
Madras,  Zephyr,  or  Cambridge  Cloths,  of  the  very  finest  and 
softest  texture,  plain  or  twilled  weave ;  and  the  Cheviots,  close 
woven  of  heavy,  hard-twisted  threads.  All  these  have  woven  colored 
stripes,  checks,  and  plaids  in  almost  innumerable  combinations,  sizes, 
and  colors.  They  are  extremely  "  swell "  and  much  in  favor.  This 
season  they  are  shown  for  the  first  time  in  combination  with  silk 
stripes,  etc. ;  and  there  are  numerous  handsome  variations  in  the 
weaves  by  the  introduction  of  twills  combined  with  the  regular  weaves. 
For  negligee  wear  they  are  made  up  with  turn-over  collars  and  with-

out  bosoms,  and  are  laundered  either  with  soft  finish  or 
starched  collars  and  cuffs.  Madras,  Cambridge,  or  Zephyr  cloths 
are  also  very  desirable  for  ordinary  wear,  for  which  purpose 
they  are  usually  made  to  order  with  standing  collars,  pleated 
starched  bosoms,  etc.

EVERY  FASHIONABLE  SHAPE  IN  NECKWEAR. 
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SPRING  AND  SUMMER  NECKWEAR.— FABRICS. 


OOD  TASTE  in  summer  neckwear  is  shown  in  the 
proper  selection  of  fabrics,  which  then  offer  a  much 
wider  range  than  at  other  seasons.  To  be  well-dressed 
in  summer  a  man  must  wear  a  scarf  which  not  only  is 
cool  but  looks  cool.  Dark,  heavy  silks  are  out  of  place; 
something  filmy,  soft,  and  delicate  is  what  is  wanted. 
Here  are  some  suggestions  about  desirable  things   in 


summer  scarfs. 


Pongee  Silk  is  light,  soft  and  pleasing  to  the  eye,  and  is  one  of  the  best 
hot-weather  fabrics.  Nothing  is  better  than  white,-  provided  you  do 
not  expect  too  much  in  the  way  of  durability ;  for,  of  course,  you 
can't  wear  a  white  scarf  long  without  soiling  it.  Plain  white  is  good, 
but  better  yet  is  the  variety  which  has  a  delicate  woven  pattern,  also 
white.  Others  have  delicate  stripes  in  soft  colors.  This  class  of 
effects  is  much  worn  in  New  York  in  warm  weather. 

Then  there  are  the  colored  pongees  or  foulards,  which  are  nearly, 
not  quite,  the  same.  They  are  of  white  grounds  with  large  scroll 
patterns  printed  in  colors,  usually  black,  navy  or  light-blue,  or 
maroon,  but  sometimes  of  other  colors ;  or  of  dark  grounds  with  the 
patterns  in  white.  These  are  also  very  popular  •  for  while  they  are 
not  so  dressy  as  the  pure  white,  they  are  more  durable  because  they 
don't  soil  so  readily.  They  are  especially  suitable  for  Windsors,  or 
knots  with  flowing  ends. 


Washable  Fabrics  for  four-in-hands  are  white  lawns,  plain  or  em- 
broidered linen  crashes,  which  are  very  pretty  and  durable,  and  piques, 
plain  or  fancy.  Then  there  are  scarfs  in  Oxford  cloth,  Madras  cloth, 
etc.,  intended  especially  to  wear  with  negligee  shirts  of  similar  cloths. 

Flannel  Scarfs  in  pretty  color  effects,  with  silk  mixtures,  are  desirable 
for  negligee  wear,  with  flannel  shirts.

Lisle  Thread  Hose,  although  much  liked  by  some,  is  not  entirely 
desirable  because  the  threads  are  apt  to  draw  or  pull  apart,  and  it 
therefore  lacks  durability.

Russia  leather  also 
gets  hard  and  squeaks.  If  the  buttonholes  are  lined  with  chamois  these 
defects  are  in  part  avoided.  Of  course,  if  you  want  these  little  niceties 
they  will  cost  you  a  little  more  ;  but  all  good  things  cost,  and  we  let  you 
know  about  them  for  your  benefit.

Of  course  silk  is  best  for  looks, 
but  it  costs  more  than  the  others,  and  even  the  best  silk  is  not  very 
durable.  The  silk-mixed  is  the  best  all  around  umbrella,  it  is  just  as 
good  a  rain  shedder  as  the  silk,  is  nearly  as  compact,  and  although 
not  quite  as  good  looking,  will  outwear  the  silk  three  to  one.  Cam- 
bric is  of  course  for  cheapness.
